Under the current ordinance non-resident property owners are required to provide 
heating facilities to residents only during the period from October 1 to May 1 without 
regard to outside temperatures. However, prevailing weather conditions often cause 
outside temperatures to fluctuate considerably during the other months of the year. 


At this time, Neighborhood Code Enforcement cannot enforce the minimum indoor 
heating standards specified under section 152.13(F) during the year between May 2 and 
September 30 no matter how low the outside temperature drops. 


Recommendation: 


All reference to time of year should be deleted from the ordinance, allowing enforcement 
of the minimum inside heating standards at all times as necessitated by weather 


conditions.
